NO DOCUMENTS. 


WHY AUDITOR COULD NOT 
PASS PAYMENT. 


Under the heading “ Warlike Stores,” the 


following appears in the Committee’s 
report :— 
‘In his report, the Comptroller . and 


Auditor4iteneral states that a sum of £8,305 
paid over to the Ministry of Finance has been 
charged to the Army Account under sub-head 
9, Warlike. Stores, but no vouchers or other 
documents having .een produced to support 
the payment, he had no means of verifying 
the admissibility of the sum. 

“ The reference is to ‘payments of two 
sums—viz., £5,045 in October, 1923, and 
£3,269 in February, 1924, both being paid to 
the credit of Mr. -F. W. Fitzgerald. London, 
in respect of transactions in chemicals and 
arms. 

"These matters were the subject of inquiry 
hefore the Committee of Public Accounts last 
vear, and were referred to in the Committee's 
final report on the Appropriation Accounts 
jor the year 1922-25. In concluding that 
report, the Committee expressed the opinion 
that a closer investigation than it had been 
able to give to this account was required, and 
that all the facts relating to the case should 
be presented to the Committee of Public 
Accounts. 

“To assist its inquiry the Committee 
requested the Comptroller and Auditor-General! 
to examine. the papers and prepare a 
memorandum for the Committee in respect of 
the matter. This memorandum will be found 
in the records accompanying this report. 


GETTING THE FACTS. 

“ The Committee also called for the produc- 
tion of the Departmental files relating to the 
transactions in question, and appointed a sub- 
committee consisting of Deputies McCullough, 
Esmonde, and Connor Hogan, together with 
the Chairman, to examine them. The result 
ot their examination is contained in a report 
to the full Committee, which also accompanies 
this report. The attention of the Dail is 
directed to these documents and to para- 
craphs 8, etc., under the heading ‘ Purchase 
of Chemicals and Arms,’ of the final report of 
the Committee on: the 1922-23 accounts, sub- 
mitted to the Dail last year.

MR. SNOWDEN’S ATTACK 
_ ON CHANCELLOR.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 


The House of Commons was very quiet, 
and almost dull, this afternoon after the ex- 
citement of yesterday. Members seemed quite 
lethargic, a state induced by the heavy 
clouds overhanging London, where there has 
not been a ray of sunshine for some days. 

The real fight on the Budget proposals 
began this evening, when a general indict- 


ment of the Chancellor's Steg gay was 
launched by Mr. Philip Snowden in a speech 
which was rather less acrimonious than 


usual, though it was hostile to anything and 
everything put forward by Mr. Churchill in 
his statement yesterday. A Chancellor, said 
Mr. Snowden, must be judged by his ability 
to reduce taxation and expenditure. Taking 
this as a standard, the Chancellor had failed 
woefully. Last year he framed estimates 
nine millions in excess of those of the pre- 
vious year, and this year he had presented a 
Budget showing a further increase of 
millions; so that within a period of eighteen 
months he had succeeded in _ increasing 
national expenditure by ,000 ;000. 

How was it that Mr. Churchill had got 
himself into such a muddle? They were told 
that coal was at the root of the trouble; but 


really it was nothing of the kind. 
ale ©«€Cr real)«s explanation was tha the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer last year 


gave relief to the income tax and super- 
taxpayer which he now saw he could not 
afford. Mr. Snowden proceeded to say that 
it could hardly be expected that the Labour 
Party and the present Ministry should regard 
national economy from the same points of 
view. He and his friends on the Labour 
benches were convinced that money spent on 
social services was, in the end, the most 
economical. The Government, on the «ther 
hand, seemed bent on wasting money on un- 
remunerative and uneconomical devices. 

He bitterly attacked the contemplated raid 
on the Road Fund, and warned the Chancellor 
that: he would meet with the most strenuous 
opposition from all those who were interested 
in the development of the highway of the 
country. As to the Betting Tax, he did not 
think that he was betraying a secret when 
he said that the proposal was against the 
advice of all the experts on this question. 
Collusion between the bookmaker and the 
backer would be the easiest thing in the 
world, The imposition of such a tax clearly 
showed that the Chancellor was at the end of 
his tether, or he would never have given tacit 
approval to what was one of the greatest evils 
in the world. As last year he described the 
Budget as the rich man’s Budget, so this year 
he would describe the Budget as the Budget 
of the profligate and the bankrupt. 


PRESS TELEGRAMS, 

Whilst Mr. Sexton described the Budget as 
a thing of shreds and patches, Mr. Harms- 
worth, who is rapidly qualifying as an 
economist of the first order, urged that the 
yates for Press telegrams should be 
placed on an economic basis. In his 
opinion, it was a disgrace that news- 
paper owners should lend themselves to a 
a ri of this kind. ‘This suggestion, 
coming as it did from the son of a great 
newspaper proprietor, was a sufficient assur- 
ance of Mr. Harmsworth’s sincerity in the 
cause of economy. 

Mr. Pethick Lawrence introduced a rather 
novel argument into a generally uninspiring 
debate by attributing the coal troubles to 
the action of the Chancellor in returning to 
a gold standard. Mr. Roy Wilson, a Con- 
servative, praised the Chancellor for his 
courage in bringing forward a Budget which 
must commend itself to all fair-minded people. 
He rsonally was prepared to go much 
farther than the Chancellor had gone. — He 
would like to see the rationing of all Govern- 
ment departments, the abolition of the 
Ministry of Transport, the calling of a halt 
in the automatic increases of salar 
highiy--paid officials, and a reduction in the 
salaries of members of Parliament. 

Sir John Simon, though popularly 
supposed to represent the Nonconformist con 
science, admitted that, while he was opposed 
to the betting tax, it was not with him a 
matter of high moral principle. Indeed, he 
occasionally ventured half-a-crown on a game 
of golí. "Mr. Macquisten intervened with 
the observation that golf was sometimes a 
game of skill. ‘“‘So was picking the winner, 4 


replied Sir John. 


‘A TERRIBLE EVIL.” — 

But, apart from such a consideration, was 
it. he asked, a wise thing—to acquiesce i 
what, when carried to excess, was a terrible 
national evil? Another objection was that 
the tax would put bookmakers and gamblers 
who were. carrying on a legitimate business 
at a. serious disadvantage compared with 
those who were secretly breaking the law. 

At 11 o'clock the debate was adjourned 
until to-morrow.

Répresentatives of thirteen County 
Committees of Agriculture attended an 
Agriculture Conference yesterday in the 
Boardroom of the Department of Agri- 
culture in Dublin, to which also repre- 
sentatives of agricultural and ratepayers’ 
associations were invited. 

The chief topic discussed was the de- 
pressed state of agriculture, and the 
suggestion was made that there was Little 
use in having more production in farming 
if the farmer was not to have better 
prices for what he produced. 

As an illustration of the wide difference 
between the price paid to the producer 
and that charged to the consumer, a 
delegate mentioned the experience of a 
fruit-grower placed his pears 
attractively on the market, and received 
a penny apiece for them. Later he saw 
the same pears being sold in a shop in 
Dublin at ninepence apiece.

THE ATTENDANCE. 


OBJECT ©. THE CONFERENCE. 

Mr. P. Belton (Co. Dublin), who presided, 
stated that the general depression in agricul- 
ture made it necessary that some action 
should. be taken to give expression to agri- 
cultural opinion from the people intimately 
and solely engaged in agriculture. The 
County Committees of Agriculture adminis- 
tered about £200,000 a year, and it was de- 
sired that something should be done to estab- 
lish an Agricultural Council. He was glad to 
say that every political party was represented. 

Agriculture was the foundation of the 
State, and if agriculture went down the 
State would go with it. Delegates had been 
«are ag by thirteen counties—Kildare, 

icklow, Clare, Monaghan, Louth, Galway, 
Leitrim, Mayo, Wexford, Tirconnail, . Leix, 
Meath and Dublin. 

Mr. M. Egan (Galway) said that so far as 
the grazing section of his county was con- 
cerned they were not prosperous. He denied 
that farmers hoarded money made during the 
war. He feared that they were going back 
to the conditions which notoaiied after the 
Franco-Prussian War, when prices dropped. 
‘There was a danger of the country running 
into the same amount of poverty. There was 
no use having greater production if they did 
not get good prices for their produce. He 
saw no hope except in the creation and in- 
crease of a home market for the consumption 
of their produce. 

Mr. B. Maguire (Leitrim) urged that better 
credit facilities should be made available íor 
farmers. 

CREDIT FACILITIES. 

Mr. Murphy (Monaghan) stated that they 
wanted facilities for credit to farmers and a 
better system of marketing. There was no 
fair ratio between the cost and selling price 
of farm produce. Few people living on small 
farms ever got the credit needed to help them 
out of the bonds of the shopkeeper and to 
prevent them from selling crops or produce 
when they should not. 

Mr. Roe (Dublin) said that smal] farmers in 
%o. Dublin were on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Owing to rapid methods of transport, produce 
from neighbouring counties was being brought 
into the Dublin market and knocking out the 
Dublin farmer altogether. He was taxed on 
a proximity value, which did not exist at 
present. The County Dublin was just as 
mucha ranching cotnty as Meath. It was 
going out of ‘tillage altogether. ' 

Mr. Feehan (Louth) said that, except for 
the Northern area, Louth also was going out

Senator Barrington (Limerick) contended 
that the key of the whole situation was thic 
fact that the farmer was not getting value 
for his produce.

After the joint conference with the Premier 
subsequent to the owners’ interview with the 
Prime Minister, yesterday afternoon, the coal 
crisis negotiations developed with greater 
rapidity than had been anticipated. The 
meeting was followed by a conference be- 
tween Mr. Baldwin and the Industria] Com- 
mittee of the Trade Union Congress at No. 
10 Downing street, their deliberations being 
resumed at the House of Commons at 
o'clock with the small Negotiating Committee 
of the Miners’ Executive participating. 

The two hodies were with the Premier for 
about an hour, and then ensued further con- 
sultations between the .Miners’ Committee, 
their Executive and the Industrial Committee. 
The outcome of these proceedings was that 
about. half-past six the Miners’ Negotiating 
Committee went downstairs to the Prime 
Minister's private room and met the coal- 
owners in joint conference with Mr. Baldwin. 

An announcement of the dav’s negotiations 
was issued by the Prime Minister yesterday 


evening as follows :— 
“Following upon the Prime Minister's 
meeting with the men yesterday evening, the 


Owners Committee held a meeting this morn- 
ing and the Prime Minister met them at 2.30 
ee. On behalf of the owners Mr. Evan 

illiams informed the Prime Minf&ter that 
they had given prolonged consideration to the 
points that arose during his previous dis- 


cussion with them, and that thev had 
come to the conclusion that if the 
Prime Minister were to invite both 
parties to meet him together they 


would not impose any limitations or reser- 
vations at all upon the discussions that might 
take place. 

‘Later in the afternoon, after a meeting 
of the Industrial Committee of the Trades 
Union Congress Joint Council; the Prime 
Minister met the Miners’ Committee, and, 
after explaining the steps that he had taken 
since Friday last, proposed to them that 
there should now’ be held under his chairman- 
ship an open conference for the purpose of 
negotiations. The miners accepted the Prime 
Minister’s suggestion, and a joint meeting 
was arranged for 6.50 p.m.” 

The following further official statement was 
subsequently issued by the Prime Minister :— 

‘The joint meeting between the Owners’ 
Committee and the Miners’ Committee took 
place, as arranged, at 6.20. After a discussion 
lasting a little over an hour it was arranged 
that a further meeting should take place at 
ó o'clock to-morrow afternoon.” 


IMPROVING OUTLOOK. 

In, a. statement last night, Mr. Cook, 
Secretary of the Miners’ Federation, said that 
there was every probability that the delegate 
conference called for this morning would be 
adjourned until after the resumed conferen¢ée 
with the owners. 

The relief afforded by the favourable turn 
of events yesterday evening was plainly ob- 
servable on the face of Mr. Arthur Hender- 
son, who abandoned his habitually serious 
mien for radiant smiles, while Mr. Herbert 
Smith whistled cheerfully as he walked 
through the Committee corridor at the House, 
The situation generally was regarded in trade 
union circles as distinctly easier, especially as 
the owners’ abandonments of reservations 
upon matters for discussion would presumably

| TO-DAY'S MEETING, 

_ ‘Lhe open conference, it is understood, ad- 
jourved more or less on the understanding 
that the miners’ Executive would endeavour 
to obtain from to-day’s delegate conference 
more negotiating elasticity, so that all aspects 
of the situation might be considered, not ex- 
cluding the possibility of a limited wage re- 
duction, provided that the principle of a 
national settlement and a national minimum 
were recognised. The owners, it is believed, 
would be prepared to discuss the position on 
a national basis if the other side are relaxed 
from their instructions not to consider reduc- 
tions or longer hours. At the same time, 
the miners’ representatives, of course, have 
not committed themselves in these directions. 

A prominent Labour politician stated that, 
although the stage of actual negotiations had 
not been reached, the line and tone of the 
discussions were more hopeful. 

After the open joint conference with the 
Premiers the Miners’ Executive and Trades 
Union Industrial Committee conferred to- 
gether at the House of Commons, the pro- 
ceedings lasting till 10.30 to-night.

A division, however, was vlaimed, and the 
amendment was defeated by two votes— 
the voting being 27 for and 29 against. 

Mr. McBride suggested that no person 
who had not ‘‘a thorough and competen‘ 
knowledge of the Irish language’’ should 
receive an appointment under the Act. 
His proposal, he said, did not apply to 
existing officers who accept re-employment. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that there was not 
the necessary supply of competent men 
with a knowledge of Irish in the country, 
and there was a point beyond which. they 
could not sacrifice reasonable efficiency in 


} the public service. 


The bill to extend the period of office of 
the Dublin City Commissioners, the. Cork 
City Commissioners and the Commissioners 
of the Dublin Union received a second 
reading.

MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT. 

The discussion of the Court Officers Bill in 
Committee was resumed. 

Section 21 of the bill provided that no per- 
son should be appointed Master of the High 
Court unless at the time of his appointment 
he was a barrister of not less than ten years’ 
standing, who was either then in actual prac- 
tice or had previously practised for not less 
than ten years. 

A Government amendment, moved by Mr. 
Duggan, was:—‘‘ Provided always that any 
member of the staff whe is otherwise quali- 
fied shall be eligible for appointment, and for 
this purpose a member of the staff of ten 
years’ standing, who is also a barrister, shall 
be deemed to be a practising barrister.”’ 

The amendment was agreed to, and the 
section was passed. . 

On the motion oí Mr. Duggan, an amend- 
ment was agreed to :—‘‘ That no person shall 
be appointed to be registrar to the Chief 
Justice unless at the time of his appointment 
he is either a barrister of not less than ten 
years’ standing who is then actually in prac- 
tice, or a barrister who is employed in the 
offices: formerly attached to any of the High 
Courts, or one who, before the passing of this 
Act, held the office of registrar or assistant- 
registrar in Lunacy or the office of chief clerk 
to the Chief Justice.” 

Another amendment which was asreed to 
was :—‘‘ That no person shall be appointed 
Deputy. Taxing Master unless he possesses 
the qualifications that are required in Taxing 
Masters.” 

Several minor amendments were accepted _

in Sections up to 29. 
COUNTY REGISTRARS. 


Mr. W.. Hewat moved an amendment to 
the effect that the services of a county regis- 
trar attached to a Circuit Court shall be dis- 
pensed with by the Executive Council only 
on the recommendation of the judge of that 
Circuit Court. In the bill the registrar is to 
hold office at the pleasure of the Executive 
Council. 

Mr. Hewat said that the registrars were 
semi-judicial officers, who should be in a posi- 
tion of some independence. The judge of a 
particular court should have something to 
say before the principal official. of his court 
should be dismissed by the Executive Coun- 
cil. It was desirable that limitations should 
be put on the powers of the Executive Coun- 
cil, and that persons in a semi-judicial posi- 
tion should have some protection. 

The Minister for Justice said that he was 
in entire sympathy with the principle under- — 
lying the amendment, but a difficulty arose 
in the way of acting on it. There might he 
as many as five or six county registrars in 
the area of jurisdiction of a Circuit Court 
judge. The judge might be for months away 
from one county, and would have no personal 
knowledge during that time of how the 
registrar carried out his‘duties. The amend- 
ment would put on the judge the burden of 
assenting to the dismissal of an officer of whom 
he knew very little, and he might well say 
that, in the ‘circumstances, he would not 
agree to the dismissal. 

Mr. Hewat said that the amendment was 
put forward at a conference called by the 
Chamber of Commerce to consider the 
bill. Practically everyone at that 
cofference felt that the powers taken in the 
Bill by the Executive Council were rather on 
the strong side, and they should be limited. 
That power of the Executive Council over a 
semi-judicial officer was one that might be 
exercised unfairly. 


LABOUR'S SUPPORT. 


Mr. Johnson supported the amendment, and 
used, in reply to the Minister, the analogy 
of the relations between the judges and tho 
officials of the High Courts. 

Mr. Wolfe said that he hoped that the 
Minister would resist the amendment 
strongly, and said that in the past the offic® 
of Clerk of the Crown and Peace was re- 
garded as a most desirable plum, but in many 
cases the attendance Of those officers at their 
offices left much to be desired. The power 
to remonstrate and deal with such officers 
should be left at headquarters. 

Captain Redmond pointed out: that, 
although he might be holding his court in 
one county, the circuit judge would never be 
entirely out of contact with the work sf tho 
registrars in the other counties in his area. 

Mr. Johnson suggested that if the Minister 
could not accept the amendment as it stood, 
he should agree to the concurrence of the 
Chief Justice being cbtaired. 

Mr. Good—Does the Minister make any 
reply to that suggestion:

Mr. Batt O’Connor moved an amendment, 
the effect of which was to limit, appoint- 
ments to the position of County Régistrar to 
men not more than fifty years of age. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that normally they 
looked for men under 50 years of age, but 
there might be exceptional cases in which 't 
would be unwise to tie the hands of the 
Executive Council. 

Mir. Hewat said that even if fifty years 
were not a reasonable limit it was unreason- 
-able of the Minister to refuse to have any 
limit.

YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


ACTION FOR SLANDER. 


MANORHAMILTON SHOP. 
KEEPERS AT LAW. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A 
SPECIAL JURY.) 

The hearing was commenced of an action in 
which Thomas A. Golden, draper, Manor- 
hamilton, Co. Leitrim, claimed damages from 
Joseph Bredin, merchant, Manorhamilton, for 
alleged slander of title of certain premises, 

and also for alleged conspiracy. 


Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. James Geoghegan, 
K.C., and Mr. Fergus’ O'Connor (instructed 
by Mr. Patrick O’Flynn) appeared for the 


plaintiff; and Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and 
Mr MeGuckin (instructed by Mr. Robert 
Mecredy) appeared for the defendant. 

The plaintiff, Mr. Wood said, took a small 
lock-up shop from the defendagt in Manor- 
hamilton, where he carried on a successful 
drapery business. He had a yearly tenancy 
in it, but, having decided to take a bigger 
premises, he was desirous of selling the shop 
that he held. The conspiracy alleged was 
that on September 26, 1925. the defendant 
caused to be published in the Sligo Champion 
a letter, which introduced the subject of re- 
ligion, in the course of which it was stated :— 
‘But when there is intolerance. and the word 
sent round by these Orange bigots to their 
friends not to deal with the Catholics, and 
the same is done in many neighbouring towns 
a present, it is time to organise. 


_ It was also alleged that the defendant pul, 
lished, or caused to be puluished, the letter 
lu the form of a poster. Subsequently, on 
October 8th, 1925, at the auction of the plain- 
tiff's premises, the defendant attended, and 
In the hearing of those present made use of 


the following words 

Now, Mr. Anctioneer, there will be no 
sale here to-day, as Tom Golden has no right 
to sell the premises, and I object to any sale 
being held, as Tom Golden is not a yearly 
tenant, but a quarterly tenant. If the 
Catholics did here what the Frotestants were 
allowed to do in Belfast there would be no 
sale of the premises, If a man admitted he 


—__ 


was a Catholic in the North he got the re- 
volver. A Catholic in Belfast would not sell 
premises without the consent of his Jandlord, 
and when the pogrom was on in Belfast the 
Protestants here did nothing to denounce it, 
and anyone who thinks of buying these 
premises will get plenty of trouble from me.”’ 

The auction went off, and it was alleged 
that these words constituted the slander of 
title, and were part of the conspiracy to in- 
jure. the plaintiff in his business. It was 
alleged that defendant conspired to prevent 
and hinder the sale. 

The defendant pleaded that plaintiff's 
tenancy was a quarterly one. He denied the 
writing of the letter and the allegation in re- 
spect of the posters. He denied speaking at 
the auction the words complained of; in the 
alternative, he pleaded that they were not 


| 


spoken or published falsely or maliciously, or 
without lawful occasion or excuse. If 
spoken and published (which was denied) they 
were spoken in the honest and reasonable 
belief in the truth of them; the.words were 
spoken for the purpose of warning intending 
purchasers of defendant’s claim in respect of 
the premises. Further, he pleaded that the 
paragraph did not disclose any cause of 
action. He denied conspiring to prevent the 
sale of plaintiff's interest in the premises. 

The plaintiff, examined, stated that he came 
from Derry to Manorhamilton. He was a 
member of the Church of Ireland. The pub- 
lication and posting of the letter interfered 
with his business. He incurred a_ business 
loss of £300 or £400. The auction of the 
premises, on which he had put a reserve price 
of £1,000, was a failure. 

Alfred McHugh, proprietor of the S/igo 
Champion, stated that defendant told him 
that he or a friend of his was sending the 
letter referred to, and that it was all right. 
After publication he got an order for reprints, 
he thought, from Mr Bredin, the same size 
as the letter. He did not print any posters. 

To his lordship Mr. McHugh said that if 
he had read the letter, he would not have pub- 
lished it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I am glad to hear you 
say that.

The Chief Justice delivered their lordships’ 
unanimous judgment. In his opinion, the 
testamentary capacity of the testator was en- 
tirely a matter for the jury; and if the testa- 
tor had testamentary capacity, as the 
jury had found; and if this document, pur- 
porting to be his will, had been read over 
twice to him, as it was, and it was effectively 
executed by him, then, in the absence of any 
other evidence to the contrary, it must be 
taken as a true expression of his wishes, 
because he had known and approved of 
its effects. Under these circumstances it 
appeared to them that the verdict of the 
jury could not be disturbed. With regard to 
the other question, as to costs, raised by 
Mr. Shannon, His Lordship pointed out that 
the President of the High Court. in his view, 
formed a strong opinion that the defendant had 
no right to challenge the will. Therefore, he 
added, it seemed to him that they should not 
overrule the decision of the learned President 
that in the circumstances the defendant 
should pay the costs of the action. | :

CHARGES AGAINST BROTHER

Owing 
to the large increase in demand for our tyres 
it has been necessary to make still further 
additions to the plant and machinery of the 
mills in order to cope with the increased de- 
mands. The acquisition of the Macintosh 
group of companies is of course also throw- 
ing more work on our cotton mills. 

DUNLOP PLANTATIONS. 

The great importance we have always at- 
tached to the possession of plantations has 
been eniphesined arúil the past year by the 
extraordinary condition of the rubber market. 
Untortuaatels I was prevented by the urgent 
and daily duties involved in the management 
of this compehy from visiting the plantations 
as I had intended during the year, but officers 
of the company have done so, and their re- 
ports have satisfied the Board that our ex- 
tensive property has been maintained in good 
condition, and is fit to rank as one of the 
finest assets of your company. (Hear, hear.) 
Production is economical, and the high 
average price of rubber in the market during 
the year—approximately 2s. lld. per lb.— 
has assisted our plantations in showing a 
handsome profit. But our estates do not 
exist merely for the economical production of 


rubber; we are senipting to standardise our 


production throughout and to produce rubber 
in a form that will result in simpler and 
more efficient treatment, in our factories with 
consequent saving in manufacturing costs. 

During the present year the whole of the 
47,426 m Bors! acres will be under production, 
and we have already commenced the clearing 
and planting of the whole of our cultivable 
reserve area Of approximately 11,000 acres— 
that is in Maleya. This pre oe pro- 

ramme is going to cost us a sum of approxi- 
stáir £566,000, spread over a laid a six 
years. 

The policy for a manufacturing concern to 
attempt to control some of its raw materigls 
has been questioned. The argument is that 
we are rubber manufacturers, not planters— 
why own rubber estates? The answer is that 
with rubber prices fluctuating, as they did in 
1925, from 1s. 49d. to 4s. 8d. per lb. in nine 
months, it is a very fine stabilising agent to 
grow a a yar of ycur requirements your- 
self. (Hear, hear.) The fluctuation in rub- 
ber prices is the manufacturers’ nightmare. 
Then also as by far the largest manufacturers 
in the Empire, we cannot afford to cut our- 
selvse off from the co-operative development 
of the plantation with the theory in scientific 
manufacture of latex into tyres or any other 
rubber article. 

Several shareholders have suggested that 
the valuation of our plantations at about £50 
os planted acre is unreasonablly low. (Hear, 

ear.) Perhaps this is a fault on the right 
side, and I admit that the present market 
value of our plantations is greater than that 
shown in the balance sheet. i 

THE PRICE OF RUBBER. 

The reference to our plantations leads me to 
the vexed question of the price of rubber. 
You all know of the violent fluctuations in 
price in 1924. We have kept close watch on 
the market, and have been able to make pro- 
vision accordingly. The market this year is 
even rhore difficult than last year, and the 
statistical position is one of great complexi- 
ties. But let me give you this assurance, we 
are studying the position with all the means 
at our disposal in this country and in 
America. Rubber varied in cost by more 
than 200 p.c. of the base price during 1925. 
When I tell you that at an average of 3s. per 
lb., which was the average of last year, this 
raw material is about 60 p.c. of the manufac- 
turing cost of a tyre, you will see that the 
situation demands sleepless vigilance. 

I am happy, however, to inform you that 
not only in Europe are we well satisfied with 
our rubber position for 1926. The American 
Corporation also is to-day in a very favour- 
able position as regards raw rubber. 


DUNLOP TIRE AND RUBBER 
CORPORATION OF AMERICA. 

I now come to your very large interest in 
the American Company. I described to you 
jast year at some length the importance of 
this investment, and expressed the hepe that 
it was rapidly approaching the stage where 
it had turned the corner. I have very re- 
cently returned from America, and have 
assured myself that the undertaking is making 
most satisfactory progress. The quality of 
the product fully maintains the high standard 
of our products throughout the world. The 
sales policy is fair, straight and sound, and 
that. Corporation is building up a very valu- 
able good-will which is not represented by a 
single dollar in their accounts. It is true 
that the company made a trading loss last 
year. The reason is to be found in the rapid 
growth of the company, and the impossibility 
of providing in advance for its rubber re- 
quirements. In 1924 it was in its infancy. 
la 1925 the turnover increased by 250 p.c., 
production of covers was quadrupled, and at 
one time almost equalled the output of our 
Fort Dunlop factory. By far the major por- 
tion of the loss in the American company 
was due to the reason I have given—namely, 
the impossibility of forecasting requirements 
to enable prudent advance purchases of 
rubber to be made, and the impossibility of 
refusing business, though unremunerative, 
when it was offered, merely because we had 
not been able‘to provide the rubber for it at 
favourable prices. | 

The American company is, as you know, 
managed by an American Board, of which I 
am the Chairman, with Mr. Germain as the 
chief executive and President of the company. 
Upon my most recent trip, and, indeed, upon 
each previous trip, I have been pleasantly 
confirmed in my own faith in the 
progress of the pore’ by the corporation's 
own bankers, and by everyone who had 
knowledge of its operations. am sure that 
we are, indeed, fortunate that our invest- 
ment should be in such capable hauds. The 
corporation is making olla and sound pro- 
gress. The losses of the past year in no way 
alarm me, and my colleagues share that view,
